W a s h i n g t o n , Feb. 24th.—Senator 
Hamilton of Texas, presented in tho 
Senate to-day another Southern Pa­ 
cific railroad bill. It promises th at 
whenever Messrs. Taylor, William E. 
Dodge, Jobo J Cisco. Samuel Sloan, 
John L Barnes, D W McWilliams, J 
H Lloyd and Henry G Marquard of 
New York; Thomas Allen, J Hutch­ 
inson, A Groosbeck and others of Tex­ 
as or their successors, shall under tbe 
style of Central Pacific and El Paso 
railroad become owners of an exist­ 
ing charter, they shall be authorized 
to build and maintain a road from the 
Western terminus of any Railroad 
completed In Texas at St. A<itonio, 
Austiu or Waco to El Paso to bridge 
the Rio Grande at any point within 
150 miles of that place. 
The bill also 
provides that if by that time no Cali- 
iornla company has built a road to a 
point within 150 
miles of tbe Rio 
Grande, tbe above named parties shall 
be empowered to build Westward to 
meet the California road and enjoy 
the Texas & Pacific Company land 
grant for that portion of the line, but

Under the Codo insane persons can­ 
not be committed and sent to the In ­ 
sane Asylum unless some one will 
swear that they are violent or danger­ 
ous. 
This defect should be remedied. 
Thereare cases of insanity in which the 
unfortunate persons are harmless and 
inoffensive, yet their very inoffensive­ 
ness prevents their admission into the 
asylum and debars the care and med­ 
ical attendance which might secure a 
permanent cure. 
Here is a case in 
point: Every day for a month past a 
Mexican woman with two little chil­ 
dren has presented herself in the la­ 
dies’ sitting room at the Southern P a­ 
cific railroad depot. She has no aim 
in view except, as she says, to look af­ 
ter her property, a part of which is 
the depot, railroad and rolling stock, 
which she asserts belongs to her and 
is being used by other people w ithout 
her consent. 
The poor woman lias 
probably read A r c h e r ’s freights and 
fares bill and believes that 110 m atter 
who builds railroads, they belong to 
whoever will claim them. H er insan­ 
ity is of a mild type, and could she be 
committed to the asylum m ight re­ 
cover her mind. 
There is also in this 
county another case — a m an—who 
canuot be committed because he is 
neither violent nor dangerous, yet his 
friends have spent hundreds of dollars 
to have him cared for. 
A few months 
treatm ent in the asylum would no 
doubt effect a perm anent cure of both 
these unfortuuates. 
The Legislature 
should so amend- the law that where 
the friends of the parties desire, cases 
1 1 insanity such as we have cited 
could be admitted to the asylum and 
receive medical treatment.

L e g la la llv e P ro ceed in g * . 


S a c r a m e n t o , Feb. 23th.—'The Sen­ 
ate was called to order at 10 o’clock, 
the President in the chair. 
Shirley introduced a bill umending 
the Code providing that the owner of 
any vessel residing at another county 
than that in whicli the vessels are re­ 
quired by law to be registered, and tbe 
vessel so owned habitually run to and 
from any other port or landing in an­ 
other county, th at such vessel m ust he 
assessed and taxes thereon paid only 
in the county where the owner or 
owners reside. 
The Senate then took upthe general 
file and considered the bill reducing 
salaries of the State officers whicli 
was on its final passage. 
Mr. Hayward offered substitute to 
bill, and in an eloquent speech de­ 
nounced the measure as shame econo­ 
m y and uncalled for by the people. 
H e moved the recommittal of the bill 
to the Committee of tbe Whole Sen­ 


ate with special instructions to adopt 
the substitute, upon this the ay’es and 
1100s were called and the Senate re­ 
fused to commit by vote of 13 ayes to 
25 uoes. 
Upon the passage of the till 
the ayes anil uoes were called, and the 
hill was passed by a vote of 24 ayes to 
14 noes. 
Lewis gave notice of recon­ 
sideration. 
Donovan, from the Building; Com­ 
m ute, offered bill appropriating $8,900 
for repairs in the State Normal School, 
also a bill appropriating $7,000 for im ­ 
provement of roads ln the neighbor­ 
hood of the Stockton Insane Asylum, 
also an act to increase the value of 
lands iu the city anil county’ of Han 
Francisco, by bringing them into ac­ 
cess with the supply of fresh water. 
Satterwbite Introduced a bill to pro­ 
vide for the government of the county 
of San Diego. This is a retrenchment 
measure, 
it cuts down fees and sala­ 
ries and considerably reduces the ex­ 
pellees of San Diego county. 
Laine presented bill lessening the 
num ber of documents to be printed 
for the State Legislature, and other­ 
wise decreasing the expenditures of 
the State printing office. 
The Senate resumed consideration 
of general tile and passed the follow­ 
ing bills: 
The act granting relief to delinquent 
tax-payers, whose lands have sold 
for taxes. 
The special order namely: The As­ 
sembly bill authorizing the Trustees 
of the town of Hollister to issue bond9 
for water anil fire purposes, was then 
called. This bill evoked a prolonged 
debate. 
Tuttle discovered a subsidy in the 
bill and read the lawyers of the Sen­ 
ate a lecture in the shape of a decision 
of the United States Supreme Court. 
This brought the members of the J u ­ 
diciary to their feet, and caused debate 
as to the bearing of the decision, 
which lasted several hours. Upon the 
passage of the bill the ayes and noes 
were ordered, resulting iu a tic vote of 
18 to 18. The Lieut.-Governor voted 
in the affirmative and the bill was 
passed. 
On the resumption of the file the 
Assembly bill repealing the Sunday 
law was indefinitely postponed. 
The bill abutiug the squirrel nui­ 
sance in several counties of the State 
was read at length and passed. 
The Assembly bill prohibiting the 
killing of elk, deer and antelope, ex­ 
cept for purposes of f i n ’, after being 
read was passed. 
Also the bill com pels, j. die County 
Clerk of San Francisco to keep open 
bis office 011 all election days. 
Adjourned until Monday a t 3 p. M. 
The Assembly met at 11 o’clock, the 
Speaker in the chair. 
Wilcox, from the special committee 
appointed to investigate the nílairs of 
the Golden City Homestead Associa­ 
tion, made a lengthy report, and after 
reciting the findings of fact made by 
the committee, stated as the sense of 
the committee th at proceedings to an­ 
nul the grant and vacate the patent 
held by this Association and have the 
lands returned to the State. I t was 
further recommended as the sense of 
the committee th a t an appropriation 
be made to pay additional counsel to 
assist the Attorney General in tlie 
prosecution of the case. The report 
was unanimous. 
Bills were introduced as follows: 
By Mr. Hayue: An act to authorize 
the county of Santa Barbara to aid in 
the construction ot a railroad within 
its limits. Referred to the Special 
Committee 011 Railroads. 
By Fierce: An act to incorporate 
the city of San Diego. 
The special order for the hour was 
then announced, and the house con­ 
sidered the bill providing for the cre­ 
ation of the office of Commissioner of 
Transportation, and Archer’s bill pre­ 
scribing rates for the transportation of 
passengers and freight. 
A motion was made to further post­ 
pone the consideration of the bills, 
which wasrlost. 
The House first took up the Archer 
bill,and afterdebate tbe ayes and noe9 
were amended 011 the engrossment of 
the bill, and the House by a vote of 60 
ayes to 8 noes ordered the hill en­ 
grossed. 
The House then considered the 
Transportation Commissioner bill and 
indefinitely postponed the same. 
Berry moved a suspension of the 
rules to make the Archer bill the spe­ 
cial order for Marcii 29lh. Carried by 
a large vote. 
Abbott introduced a bill to construct 
a bridge over the Salinas river. 
Preston introduced a bill to provide 
for the issuance of bonds of the town 
of San Luis Obispo. 
Tiie House then adopted the resolu­ 
tion paying F ather K uhnhardt for 
translating the Governor’s message 
into Spanish.

The project of a submerged daui to 
be constructed in the L09 Angeles 
river above the city is the first scien­ 
tific effort made toward securing a du­ 
rable and satisfactory system of water 
supply for irrigation in Los Angeles. 
The plan was originated and developed 
by Capt.Kelleber.City Surveyor,some 
six months ago, and In November last 
the resolution of the Council giving 
plans and specifications for the work 
was published. I t takes a long time 
to conform to the requirements of law 
in Los Angeles in any public enter­ 
prise, and the affair was not brought 
to the beginning ¿of its end until 
Thursday, February 17th, when bids 
were submitted by several contractors 
for building the dam, and the work 
was awarded to Messrs. Gay, Eggles 
and Greenwood for tlie round sum of 
$29,616. 
Previous to this time, how­ 
ever, the plans of Capt. Kelleher had 
been puf to every possidle test to 
prove their practicability and sound­ 
ness. They were examined by Com­ 
mittees of tlie Council and boards of 
engineers, w ith the result of finding a 
hearty approval 
in each instance. 
Other plans were also submitted, but 
those of Capt. Kelleher alone stood 
the test. 
This subject very nearly concerns 
every tax-payer in the city of LosAn- 
geles, and is in one sense the key to 
our future prosperity. W e shall there­ 
fore mako no apology for devoting 
considerable space to the considera- 
tionof a matter of so much importance. 
The dam is located eight hundred feet 
above the railroad bridge, on the line 
of the Sau Fernando road. It extends 
across the river a length of 300 feet, 
joining steep banks on either side. 
The specifications provide that" Across 
tlie bed of the river at tlie above 
named point there shall be two row9 
of Oregon pine piles driven parallel 
and sixteen feet apart; the piles to be 
of tlie best quality of timber, six iuch- 
es thick and at least nine inches wide, 
and of sufficient length to reach the 
bed-rock. In driving the piles care 
mu9t be taken to point and drive them 
in such a m anner as to m ake close 
joints. 
The space between the piles 
is to be excavated to the bed-rock and 
cleared 
of all sand, gravel, rocks, 
clay, etc. As the excavation pro­ 
gresses the piles are 
to 
be 
se­ 
curely 
braced 
latitudinally 
and 
longitudinally, 
and 
to 
be firmly 
bolted. 
When a sufficient am ount of 
m aterial between the rows of piles 
shall be removed, there shall be con­ 
structed a wall of concrete and clay in 
tlie following manner: In the,bottom 
of the excavation, on bed rock, there 
shall be spread a layer of concrete four 
feet thick; from this a s a foundation 
there shall be a wall of concrete and 
clay carried up to within two feet of 
the surface of the water at its lowest 
Sum m er level. 
The center or core of 
the wall shall be composed of puddle 
clay eight feet thick; and the facings, 
(those portions next the piles) shall be 
of concrete four feet thick. 
From a 
point two feet below Summ er water 
level there shall be a wall of masonry 
carried up five feet high at the breast, 
and falling by loping offsets to two 
feet high in the rear. 
At intervals of 
twenty feet in the masonry there 
shall be openings ten feet wide and 
three feet high, into which shall be 
fitted good substantial redwood gates, 
firmly bound with iron. 
At a point 
near th e West end of the dam there 
shall be an opening, or tunhel, thirty 
feet wide, five feet high, and sixteen 
feet deep, aud connecting w ith the 
Main zanja. 
The walls of the tunnel 
shall be of solid masonry.” 
So much for the official specifica­ 
tions, which, perhaps, require some 
explanation before a comprehensive 
idea of the work may be arrived at. 
The dam as it is represented in the 
plan presents much tne appearance of 
an ancient parapet with alternating 
embrazures and em battlem ents—the 
former tbe gates, nnd the latter the 
columns of 
masonry standing be­ 
tween. There will be from twelve to 
fifteen gates and as many columns of 
masonry. These gates are to be low­ 
ered and raised by means of crank and 
ratchet. The columns of masonry are 
to be protected on the uppej side by 
heavy facings of plank formed In the 
shape of a V. 
These facings will turn 
the drift into the openings and obvi­ 
ate all dfficulty from accumulations 
above tlie dam. 
The tunnel which 
leads from the dam to the main zanja, 
and through which the city’s supply 
of water will pass, is provided with 
heavy gates sim ilar to those already 
described, and by them the water can 
be shut oiTfrom the city at will. This 
will Drevent the periodical destruction 
of the main zanjaor toma as it has here­ 
tofore been w ith each heavy fall of 
rain. 
When completed the dam is ca- 
K 
able of holding above its wall, one 
utidred million gallons of water. 
W ith this accumulation there need 
never be a lack of sufficient to fill 
every ditch In our entire system of 
zanjas. 
Sum m er and W inter, wet 
season and dry, the supply will be u n ­ 
changed. Besides answering our pres­ 
ent demands for irrigating purposes, 
tlie system here inaugurated is capa­ 
ble of enlargement to answer future 
requirements, nnd in tim e m ay be of 
service for supplying water for other 
purposes than irrigation. Touching 
upon this subject, Captain Kelleher in 
hi9 report to the Council on the 29th 
of July, 1875, stated, 
“ This point be­ 
ing a t a higher level would adm it of 
the construction of a reservoir capa­ 
ble of supplying the greater portion of 
the city with water for domestic, as 
well as for irrigable purposes, the ele­ 
vation at the point being at water 
line 27 feet above the highest point on 
Main street.” 
W e will look forward 
to the completion of this im portant 
work, as a step gained in the lasting 
advancement of our city, and a work 
which centemplates still other ad­ 
vancement until a perfect system of 
water supply shall be inaugurated.

The case of Abila vs. Abila, relating 
to tbe Tajauta Ranch in thi9 county, 
has recently attracted 
an unusual 
am ount of attention by reason of the 
large am ount involved and on account 
of the legal question raised. 
Interests 
involving several hundred thousand 
dollars were at stake, as well as the 
homes of a score of settlers. 
Suit for 
partition was commenced in 18GG, and 
an interlocutory decree was entered in 
1867. 
Nothing further was done until 
1873 when the case was taken up and 
completed by final partition of the 
ranch am ong the owners. 
While the 
case was lying still from 18G7 to 1873, 
persons bought out m any of the for­ 
mer owners and become parties to the 
suit. 
About the time final judgment 
was entered, some of the attorneys for 
the plaintiff conceived the Idea, that if 
they could upset the judgm ent mid get 
a new trial that they could recover the 
whole ranch for the two plaintiff*, and 
thus turn out all the m inor heirs and 
settlers who held under the decrees of 
the court. 
Now commenced the legal fight. 
Mr. Bronson moved for a new trial on 
the part of the plaintiffs and argued 
the motion. Judge W’idney was now 
employed by some of the defendants 
to resist the motion. 
On the argu­ 
ment 1 lie nmlion fur a new trial was 
denied. 
Mr. Brunson, for tlie plain­ 
tiff's, took un appeal to tlie Supreme 
Court, and without serving his brief 
on defendants’ attorney or giving an 
opportunity for him to argue the case 
in the Supreme Court, called the case 
up, and on an argum ent for the plain­ 
tiffs, the judgments below were re­ 
versed. 
Plaintiffs’ council was, however, of 
short duration. Judge Widney moved 
for a rehearing or rather a hearing at 
all, and oil his showing the Supreme 
Court set aside its former decision and 
set the case for argum ent the 21st 
inst. 
The case was argued on that 
day by Mr. Brunson, of the firm of 
Brunson & Eastm an, of this city, for 
plaiutiffs, and by Judge W idney for 
the defendants. The argum ent occu­ 
pied some three hours, and at the con­ 
clusion the Supreme Court from the 
bench dismissed 
plaintiffs' appeal, 
leaving the judgm ents below to stand. 
This decision settles the case and will 
leave the purchasers in possession of 
the property they fought, relying on 
the decree of the lower courts.
